The Description of the Application cites the DVD Specifications for 
Read-Only Disc, part 3 Video Specifications, version 1.1, December 1997 
as being very relevant prior art. This prior art is sold under a Non 
Disclosure Agreement (see http://www.fllcdvd.co.jp/) and cannot be cited 
by the Examiner in a Search Report. 

Moreover, the only embodiment of the Description is not sufficiently 
disclosed, Art 5 PCT, because the description has to be supplemented with 
the DVD specifications documents in order to be carried out by a person 
skilled in the art, and this DVD specification is not available to the 
public since it is sold under a NDA. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
